When the new council selected and 


readv for business it will have a build- 
ing committee, and for a time thai 
committee will be an important body. 
It must provide quarters for the men 
who are to legislate for the new city 
ofCoehoeton. 


When Coshocton was a village in 


theiongajjo its council was content 
to transact business iu quarters not 
at all in keeping with the dignity of 
ibe town, i City ball had been built, 
andtheumen who were successively 
chosen to fill the oflice of mayor per- 
mitted it to fall into decline. Tbe old 
buliding did not present the most in- 
viting appearance imaginable, and the 
interior was not much of an improve- 
ment. At length some one awoke to 
tbe necessity of making iepain> and 
they were made. A few coats of paint 
on tbe outside and paper and a new 
arrangement on the inside worked a 
wonderful change. Council chamber 
was arranged to meet tbe demands of 
the moment bv placing council on a 
dais and surrounding the members 
with a ratling. The mayor was given 
a desk, and a board on hinges that 
could be dropped down when not in 
use served to bold the clerk's books 
while he recorded the deeds ot the 
city legislature gathered around a big 
cherry table in the center. The chairs 
were an improvement, but provisions 
for the newspapers were forgotten. 
Wit!! tbe advent of the l>.\u.v A«»E 
this last defect was remedied.

"The genera! purpose of this bill is 
to bring together in one act scattered 
legislation on this subject heretofore 
enacted from IbTC to 18»4 in regard 
to tlie immigration of aliens into the 
United Stales. 


•"Tn*- head 13 s on immigrants is 


increased from $1 as at present to 
$1.50. This is tc meet the expenses 
of the 
immigration business. 
The 


bill provides also for not only rejeci- 
ing undesirable aliens at our ports, 
but by following up those who have 
unlawfully eftVcled an entrance aisd 
who have become criminal or pauper 
burdens upon state and municipal in- 
stitutions, and within five years after 
their arrival returning them to the 
country 
whence 
they came. 
This 


period was formerly one year. 
The 


immigrants waited a year and then 
entered an institution, remaining for- 
ever Afterward a burden upon the 
country. Those coming in across the 
boundaries, who are manifested to 
this country, mast also pay the head 
tax. 


"The bill excludes from admission 


to the United States anarchists or 
persons who believe in or advocate 
the overthrow by force or violence 
of all governments or forms of Saw 
or th'j assassination of public officials. 
Also* her new class of persons ex- 
cluded is epileptics and persons who 
have been insane within five years 
previous, to coming here, and persons 
who have had two or more attacks 
of insanity at any time pre-vioas. The 
section relating to contract labor is 
made more siringi-nt. and now in- 
cludes persons who ha\-e been induced 
to come to the United States by 
"offers, 
solicitations. 
promises 
or 


agreements." and the section includes 
the words "those who import, or at- 
tempt to import." which it is claimed 
will catch the contractor even if thc- 
laborers are not landed. 


"The bill also provides that inspec- 


tion shall be made from time to time 
of ail reformatories, insane hospitals. 
charitable institutions.' etc.. and that 
all aliens who are there found who 
have become ptibli.- charges under the 
!aw are t«j !>e ui-perted. This provis- 
ion ;s made to help clean out the :n- 
siituiions of the country, particularly 
in the eastern s.ates. of the thousands 
of charges of ti is class.
